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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

3. The claim language added to claim 1 by amendment is not considered a 
limitation since it is directed to the results of an intended use for the claimed decorative 
film. The limitations of claims 1-7 are therefore solely directed to a colored layer in a 
claimed thickness range comprising specified ink on a plastic film substrate. The 
examiner recommends incorporating claim 10 into claim 1 if the added claim language 
is to have weight. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Patrick 
US 6158156. See Col 4 lines 64-Col 5 Iine8. 

6. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Suzuki et al EP 0578 829 in view of Lin US 5370913 and US 5766702. 

Suzuki et al disclose a laminate, (which can be used for windows of vehicles) 
comprising a light transmitting base and a coating layer containing titanium dioxide 
coated mica particles (as claimed). Since two light transmissive bases may be used and 
one may be a plastic film.(pg 4 line 21-22) a laminate comprising two layers is 
disclosed.; (The laminate may be used as a window , lines 46-55, the laminate is used 
with the side without the paint film exposed to human observation page 5 lines 53- 
55. Suzuki do not teach the thickness of the paint film however it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to regulate pigment concentration and 
thickness to adjust the transmitted light to any desired level within the building. Suzuki 
et al do not disclose that when viewed from the inside of the room or vehicle the colored 
layer is not visible but is visible while outside the room or vehicle. However the Lin 
patents which also have a paint layer disclose that this phenomenon occurs ('913- Col 5 
lines 28-38, 702- Col 4 lines 50-Col 5 line 3). The Lin patents disclose the use of 
adhesive layers and protective layers. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Weber et al US 6531230 is cited for teaching color shifting films usefull for 
privacy windows.
